Provided the story of the stamp 
is true, collectors will doubtless 
learn and hear more of it after 
the war. 

The stamp in question was said 
to have been used on a Post Card 
mailed at Stuttgart, Germany, and 
addressed to Switzerland.

TECHNICAL REPORT 


The First Airmail Stamps of Chile 

The Sanabria catalogue correct- 
ily lists the first issue of air mail 
stamps of the Republic of Chile 
as Nos. 1-5. They were issued in 
| May, 1927 for use in a service in- 
|augurated on the third of that 
}month between Santiago and Val- 
paraiso. The service was opérated 
by one Luis Testart under a con- 
tract with the government. 

Postal matter sent via this air 
service was required to bear ord- 
inary Chilean stamps to cover the 
regular postage, plus special air 
mail stamps repersenting the air 
fee. The air mail stamps were 
created by overprinting the words 
“Correo Aereo” and the value on 
a stamp bearing the portrait of 
O’Higgins which had been prepar- 
ed as an issue to commemorate the 
Battle of Maipu. It appears that 
this porcedure was followed be- 
cause at the time the air mail 
stamps were ordered by the Post 
Office Dept. from the Bureau of 
Engraving and printing that bur- 
eau was rushed with work and 
suggested the overprinting of the 
Maipu commemorative. 

For some reason the Post Of- 
fice Dept. orderéd that the air 
mail stamps were no to be sold to 
the public but that they were to 
“be affixed to postal matter to be 
carried by air mail by the postal 
employee who sells the stamps.” 
It is possible that this was done 
because the concessionaire was to 
receive as his remuneration the 
entire proceeds of the sale of the 
air mail stamps and probably the 
government felt that he should be 
paid only for the service he ren- 
dered and not be permitted to 
make a profit on sales to collectors. 
It is pretty difficult, however, to 
enforce such a rule and as a re- 
sult the stamps are known to ex- 
ist mint but are rare in this con- 
dition. 

This air mail service was dis- 
continued in March, 1928 because 
of the destruction of the plane that 
carried the mail. The concession- 
aire, Testart, requested the gov- 
ernment to sell him the remain- 
ders but the request was refused 
and the stamps destroyed in Sep- 
tember or October, 1928. 

The Scott catalogue does not list 
these stamps and states that they 
were not issued primarily for post- 
al purposes. This is quite incom- 
prehensible since the stamps were 
not available for any other pur- 
pose because of the fact that they 
were not sold but were affixed 
to postal matters by the post-office 
employees after the air mail fee 
had been paid.—Latin American 
Unit, American Philatelic Society.

NOTE TO YOUNG COLLEC- 
TORS: This is meant for young- 
sters from the cradle right up to 
the age of twenty-one years of 


age. Your stamp dealer is begin- | 


ning to understand that you are a 
serious collector’ and wants to 
help you with your stamp prob- 
lems. He’ll be much more anxious 
to wait on you if you come into 
his place of business with a def- 
finite order or question to ask. 
Buying stamps isn’t like buying a 
penny candy in the candy store. 
Remember that your dealer must 
pay rent, heat and light, and his 
profits come from sales and not 
showing you stamps that you 
either don’t want or cannot af- 
ford to buy. So remember. kids, 
the next time you go down to buy 
stamps, have a list of what you 
want to buy ready and make your 
purchase, ask any questions that 
are on your mind, and then dash 
home and get your stamps into 
your album. Then the next time 
time you are ready to buy you’ll 
find Mr. Dealer will treat you like 
he does the older stampers who 
buy a hundred dollars worth of 
‘stamps at one time. 

HINGES: Are just about the 
cheapest accessory to 
stamp collections, but many col- 
lectors hinge their _ valuable 
stamps with the cheapest possible 
adhesive. A cheap hinge ruins any 
kind of stamp, making it almost 
impossible to remove and causing 
a depreciation in value of the 
stamp. Dealers ought to guard a- 
gainst loss by peeling several 
stamps from a collection before 
they purchase, and collectorc ought 
to insure top prices for their 
stamps by using a good, peelable 
hinge and making sure it is just 
that before purchasing. It’s a

Prices on the | 
few sets that have trickled back from Italy have) 
been from $2.00 to $5.00 per set. Maybe the buyers | 
will awaken someday to find themselves, rooked, 

Geo. W. Linn maybe these stamps will be plentiful at a reason- 
able price such as two or three times face after the war. 

Today they are selling in Italy at all kinds of prices for we have 
letters from the boys over there who state that they are offered at 
as low as 60c a set and from others who state that prices are in the 
dollars. Thus we only know that the whole mess is one that no one 
knows much about, yet collectors are ready to lay two or three 
dollars on the line for a single set. 

It would cost but a small sum to print a quantity of these stamps 
sufficient to supply the American demand. American collectors to 
the number of many thousands would buy sets of singles and sets 
of blocks at a dollar per set and be glad of the opportunity. 

The face in Italy is a shade under 20¢c American money. With 
constant solicitation for charitable funds for the relief Administra- 
tion of both Army and Navy groups what easier manner can be 
found than that these stamps be put on sale to American Collectors 
at $1.00 per set, the surplus over and above their face value to be 
given these organizations. 

Only the stubbornness of those in places in our Government 
whereby arrangements might be made for such distribution, pre- 
vents such action. 

American stamp collectors would donate more than one hun- 
dred thousand dollars through any channel which would provide 
these issues if made available. 

It seems apparent that for political reasons the stamps of a 
similar nature which were prepared for issue in France may not be 
issued. The_ French in power, want that privilege for their own. 
Should the8e stamps never be issued, the sets as printed should be 
put into the American Stamp Market through a Government Agency 
of some nature and the funds given to some Service Organization 
Charity, whether or not. 

Nothing except bullheadedness or stubbornness stands in the 
way of such an action and although the French issues would not 
havé the status of issued stamps they would be a Philatelic Souvenir 
of this war which collectors would buy and prize as religiously as 
any stamp that has come out of the war. 

Let us have some common sense in the handling of these stamps 
and let the organizations for the relief of our fighting men benefit 
by that act. 

Certainly if the Department concerned is unable to handle the 
matter, we feel confident that one of our large National Philatelic 
Organizations would assume the task of distribution and we feel 
equally certain that every stamp paper in the country as well as 
every newspaper, would gladly give free advertising space to offer 
these stamps to Americans, 

In these days of Billions, a mere Hundred Thousand Dollars 
may be small change to the Government, but look what a sum it 
would mean for relief purposes. 

Lets have some action. Ask your. congressman’ to consider 
this matter, better still, clip this article and send it to your con- 
gressman and ask for action. Maybe we might find some one 
among the “great” who can find a way to do it.

Of American Air 
Mail Catalogue 


L. B. Gatchell Appointed 
Editor-In-Chief 

THE AMERICAN AIR MAIL 
SOCIETY has announced that 
work will commence immediately 
upon a new Edition of their mon- 
umental work THE AMERICAN 
AIR MAIL CATALOGUE, Presi- 
dent Richard L. Singley of the 
Society has appointed L. B. Gat- 
chell, Editor of THE AIRPOST 
JOURNAL as Editor-in-chief of 
the forthcoming Edition. Mr. 
Gatchell, in association with the 
late Walter J. Conrath, served as 
Assistant Editor of the 1940 Ed- 
ition which was produced under 
the direction of George W. Angers 
as Editor-in-Chief. Mr. Angers’ 
other duties prevent him from 
continuing as Editor, but he will 
serve as Editor-Emeritus and will 
also serve as Editor of certain in- 
dividual sections of the new book. 

While the new Edition has been 
tentatively styled as the 1945 Ed- 
ition no assurance can be given 
that the work can actually be pro- 
duced for release in 1945. Work 
will start immediately, but the ac- 
tual printing and production must 
await the termination of hostilit- 
ies and the availability of neces- 
sary materials. As before, it is 
contemplated that a staff of ex- 
perts in each particular phase of 
Air Mail collecting will be re- 
sponsible for each of the various 
Sections. Editor Gatchell will 





make preliminary appointments

At the Milwaukee Regional 
meeting of the AMERICAN AIR 
MAIL SOCIETY, held August 
18th and 19th the scope and char- 
acter of the work, technical fea- 
tures and plans for financing of 
same were to be discussed. The 
two Supplements. was financed by 
the voluntary contributions of 
members and others. Over two 
thousand dollars was paid into 
the Treasury before printing com- 
menced. Over $9000 was invested 
in the first edition and the two 
Supplements representing produc- 
tion cost, plus a sizeable invest- 
ment in cuts and type, which lat- 
ter has been kept “standing” for 
use in future Editions. Obviously, 
each copy sold had an intrinsic 
value considerably higher than 
the price charged and had it not 
been for the voluntary contribu- 
tions of these friends of Aero- 
philately, the work could not have 
been produced at a price within 
the reach of the average collector. 
As is known to most collectors the 
AMERICAN AIR MAIL SOCI- 
ETY is a non-profit organization 
and all funds received in connec- 
tion with its publications are de- 
voted to the betterment of same. 


Two events have made the pre- 
sent announcement possible at 
this time. First and foremost is 
the announcement by the Cata- 
logue Committee that the original 
Edition and its Supplements are 
now out of the “red” thanks to the 
material donated through Auc- 
tions from time to time, increased 
demand for the book and the tire- 
less efforts of the Business Man- 
ager, Mrs. Conrath, and the Cata- 
logue Committee. Secondly, the 
fact that the stock of the 1940 
Edition on hand at the publica- 
tion office has dwindled to the 
point that within a few months 
it will have been completely ex- 
hausted. The work is fast becom- 
ing a Library piece. 

Although styled=the 1940 Edi- 
tion, the large basic volume was 
actually published in April 1939, 
{It contained 720 pages, 1100 il-

ial Board reads like a Who’s Who 
of Aero-Philately. The work was 
enthusiastically acclaimed 
throughout the world. with most 
of the credit rightly being given 
to the late WALTER J. CON- 
RATH, in whose Albion shop it 
was produced, and whose tireless 
work was an inspiration to all 
who were associated in the pro- 
ject. In addition to the regular 
Edition, a special De Luxe Edi- 
tion, priced at $10 and a Sponsor’s 
Edition, presented to those who 
had donated $25 or more to the 
Catalogue fund. were produced. 
Both of these editions are in de- 
mand by collectors of rare books. 
A 1941 Supplement (128 pages) 
released in May of that year and 
a 1943 Supplement (68 pages) 
published December 1, 1942 have 
served to keep all ‘listings and 
flight information right up to 
date. 

Editor Gatchell states that most 
Sections will be carefully revis- 
ed and brought up to date by the 
inclusion of new listings. However, 
in some cases, the Sections will be 
completely rewritten in the light 
of experience gained in connec- 
tion with the first Edition. Some 
Sections, such as the Lindbergh 
Section, will not be repeated as 
they are complete in themselves 
and this policy will thus make 
way for the inclusion of material 
of new scope. 

More details will be furnished 
collectors from time to time as 
they develop.. The Co-operation of 
all collectors is needed and the 
Editor will welcome correspon- 
dence or suggestions of any kind.
